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Three-Inch Pavement 


at Low Cost 


At the meeting of the city council 


Monday night the paving program 
was forwarded another step when 
City Engineer A. E. DeMott was 
authorized to prepare specifications 
for the proposed paving of the Ad- 
ams Park tract, North Fourth street, 
North Fifth street, Valencia street, 
and College street from First to San 
Jose streets. The specifications will 
provide for a three-inch pavement 
of such type as to make the probable 
cost not in excess of six cents per 
square foot. 


This type of pavement has been 


found to wear well, and its cost will 
probably be more acceptable to 
property owners than that of a more 
expensive character. Streets thirty- 
four feet in width would cost little 
in excess of $1 per front foot, or 
slightly more than $50 for a fifty- 
foot lot, which is the average resi- 
dential frontage in Covina. 


The suggestion was made that the 


six-cent per square foot include cost 
of intersections where lot frontage 
is not involved. An arrangement 
may be made whereby the city will 
pay forty per- cent of the intersec- 
tion paving costs and the property 
owners the balance in the regular 
rate per square foot. 


When the specifications are pre- 


" pared it is understood that bids will 
be called for immediately.

The Bidart number one well of 


he Arven Oil company, located one- 
lalf mile west of the Rowland num- 
ser one, is down to 2900 feet at this 
time and will be tested out for oil 
within a week. If a. flow of appre- 
ciable size is not obtained, drilling 
will continue to'a lower depth. 


The bringing in of oil Sunday 


caused a considerable amount of re- 
newed interest among local resi- 
dents, and promoters of the Puente 
field are confident that definite flows 
wi'l be obtained soon. Machinery 
and tools capab'e of drilling to a 
depth of 7000 feet are available anc 
will be used if it is necessary to gi 
that deep.

Fifteen hundred boys and giirls of Covina and sur- 


roundings felt their vacation freedom slipping away from 
them little by little Sunday, September 14th, with the 
prospect of awakening next day for first classes at school. 
And fifteen hundred actually managed to get up in the 
fog of the early morning and ramble off toward their re- 
spective institutions, a good majority of them in time to 
miss the first tardy bell. 


All over the nation, the public schools are again in full 


swing. Shortly the colleges will all have begun their an- 
nual sessions. The greatest of all American industries, 
eduation, is running on full time again. 


More than 25,000,000 pupils are enrolled this year in 


public schools of America, under nearly 800,000 teachers, 
to whom we pay an average salary of $100 a month, a total 
bill for teaching alone of more than one billion dollars a 
year, to which almost another billion must be added for 
other educational expenses. And that is for public grade 
schools alone, below the grade of high school. In the high 
schools we have another two and a half million pupils, 
with 140,000 teachers. Then there are state normal schools 
and teachers' colleges, in addition to state universities, 
supported out of public funds, and on top of those are the 
privately endowed preparatory schools, colleges, univer- 
sities and professional schools, accounting for nearly an- 
other million of students, with some 75,000 instructors. 


There is nothing else except war for which we spend so 


much money as for education in this country. And still 
we have not gone as far as some other nations, in propor- 
tion to population. Little Denmark has a higher percen- 
tage of high school and college graduates. Only about 30 
per cent of farm boys of high school age in America ever 
go to high school; almost 100 per cent in Denmark. 


Water for Ten Million People— 


Water for 10,000,000 people in Los Angeles county is 


assured. Actual construction work on Boulder dam start- 
ed Wednesday, September 17th, after Dr. Ray Lyman 
Wilbur, secretary of the interior, drove a silver spike in 
the Boulder dam railroad line that will carry men and ma- 
terials from the Tmain line of the Union Pacific, near Las 
Vegas, Nevada, to the dam site, thirty miles distant. 


More than fifty cities in southern California have sent 


official delegation^ to the Boulder dam celebration. They 
at^de^t!fe"p^^ 
railroad at 2 p. m., and at 7 o'clock in the evening listened 
to an address by Secretary Wilbur in the court house park 
at Las Vegas, which was broadcast thruout the United 
States over a large network. 


Development of Los Angeles county from pueblo days 


to the fastest-growing district in the world in 1930 has 
depended always on the one factor, water. Twenty years 
ago William Mulholland explored the Owens river valley, 
found there the needed water and formulated a daring 
plan for the longest municipal aqueduct in the world— a 
gigantic water carrier piercing mountains with 53 miles 
of tunnels, conquering a desert and capable of supplying 
2,000,000 people. At camps stationed along its 250 miles 
of length, 5000 men worked five years to complete it in 
1913. 


And now, within three years from this week, our water 


supply will be sufficient for 2,500,000 people, until the com- 
pletion of the Boulder dam and construction of the gigantic 
Los Angeles aqueduct from the Colorado river provides 
water for an additional 7,500,000 people in the Los Angeles 
area. 


And as to the cost of water, the average maximum 


domestic water rate of the 180 largest cities of the United 
States is 18 cents per 100 cubic feet; in Los Angeles, 13 
cents—five cents per ton of water consumed. 


Local Business Shows Increase— 


Reports from many merchants and business men of 


Covina and surrounding cities indicate a distinct pick-up 
in buying in the last two weeks. Some of them have been 
busier in the last few days than they have been since the 
break several months ago, with prospects of the fall and 
winter seasons increasing sales and returning normal 
turnover. 


Roger Babson declares that statistics, on careful analy- 


sis, justify an optimistic outlook for the autumn. His rea- 
son for such a statement is this: While consumption has 
fallen off only 10 per cent in all sections of the country, 
production has fallen off 20 per cent, and the transporta- 
tion of goods has fallen off 30 per cent. If consumption, 
production and transportation had fallen off about the 
same percentage, says Babson, there might be no reason 
for expecting improved business this fall; but under the 
present circumstances, it is very possible that there will 
be a flood of orders and congestion of freight between now 
and Christmas. It is just as evident today that business is 
bound to improve as it was evident a year ago that the 
high pace of early 1929 could not be kept up. 


On the whole, crops, while damaged, may be considered 


a less unfavorable factor in the business outlook than was 
believed early in August. Higher prices for farm products 
tend to offset to some extent any loss in yield. Therefore, 
the purchasing power of the agricultural belt will not be 
far below that of last year, and certain farming sections 
will be considerably better off. 


It is believed that the low point has been passed. Dur- 


ing the period of sharply falling commodity prices, buyers 
were all extremely cautious. Experience has shown that 
the average man buys only on a rising market. The more 
the market goes down, the more people wish to sell, and 
the more the market goes up, the more they wish to buy. 
In all departments of industry and commerce, a rising 
market is a great stimulant to business; and it is the opinion 
of many that next month will see conditions improving 
most rapidly, just as they have declined in the last eight 
months. 


Business by the Babson chart now registers 16 per 


cent below normal, compared with seven per cent above 
normal at this time a year ago.

The second, 490 B. C., was the date

C. Eib heads the Austin organiza- 
tion in Los Angeles. 


It is interesting to note that years 


ago a number of midget cars were 
built in the states and two of them 
were conspicuously s u c c e s s f u l , 
namely, the first popular-priced 
four-cylinder Ford (1906) -and the 
first Hupmobile (1909), also a four.

cars are made in Europe, and are 
very popular because cost of pro- 
duction there is much greater, motor 
car taxes are higher, fuel is higher, 
wages are lower, and insurance rates 
arc more costly to maintain. 


The Austin is the largest produc- 


tion job in England, and because of 
its success it is also manufactured 
as the Rosengart An France .and the 
Dixi in Germany. 


Another foreign type of car, the 


Mathis of France, is soon to be as- 
sembled in this country by Durant 
Motors, Inc. The Mathis will fill a 
place between the recently intro- 
duced Austin and the Ford, accord- 
ing to Norman de Vaux, president 
of the western Durant organization, 
and will go into production about 
November 15th. It, too, will have a 
speed of fifty to sixty miles per hour 
and will average forty-five miles to 
the gallon of gas. The cost on the 
Pacific coast will be $525 delivered 
to the customer, fully equipped with 
bumpers, extra tire and tube. 


Evidently the American motorist 


is inclined to pay less each year for 
his car. The average price last year 
over 1928 was $49 less, and a differ- 
ence of $135 over 1927. Total pas- 
senger car production in the United 
States last year was 4,487,000 vehi- 
cles, according to revised figures.

Intensive inspection is being con- 


tinued, according to reports, and 
products are still being certified for 
movement out of Florida, altho a 
revised quarantine, which became 
effective August 15th, 1930, provides 
for wider and more free distribution 
of the products. Provision allows 
movement without sterilization from 
all parts of the regulated area to 
both the central west and the north- 
eastern sections of the country. 
Sterilization is still required, how- 
ever, for host fruits and peppers go- 
ing to the south and far west and 
this requirement will continue at 
least during the present season. 


It is entirely reasonable to suppose 


that more light infestations similar 
to the three found during the past 
twelve months may be discovered. 
And if extermination is as success- 
ful in the next few months as it has 
been in the past year, the hope in 
ultimate eradication of the fly from 
the United States is extremely 
bright.

shelving advanced development. 


Third—Feed a forcing ration to 


late hatched pullets and those of 
slow development. 


In other words, if you have late 


hatched or slow developers, speed 
up on your methods and to properly 
meet conditions of the flock it may 
be necessary or wise to separate 
them according to development anc 
give special care to the slow ones. 


This is good practice. It affords 


opportunity to study your flock anc 
learn more about the business.

Results of Local 


Pest Control Are 


to Be Tabulated 


Due to the apparent wide varia- 


tion in results secured by different 
sprayers and fumigators with the 
same materials in Los Angeles coun- 
ty, the commissioner of agriculture, 
Harold J. Ryan, announces that a 
systematic grading of pest control 
operators will be made at the end 
of each season to indicate their rela- 
tive efficiency. The exact method of 
determining such grades has not 
been decided upon, but it seems 
probable that it can best be done by 
comparing the condition or grade of 
groves before treatment with their 
condition after treatment. 


It is probable that only black scale 


records will be handled at first, due 
to the present lack of a standard 
method of grading other insects. 


It has been suggested by the coun- 


ty-wide pest control committee that 
when a grower insists that work be 
done out of season, or with weak or 
insufficient materials, the operator 
should not be compelled to suffer 
because of poor results when the 
fault of judgment is not his own. 


In cases of unsatisfactory control 


or injury resulting from the use of 
an emulsion, the manufacturer al- 
most invariably claims that the 
emulsion is not at fault, placing the 
blame on the spray operator or on 
such things as the weather, the 
moisture in the soil, the fertilizer 
and the condition of the trees. In 
the spring of 1928 an investigation 
was undertaken that would help ex- 
plain cases of injury and poor con- 
trol, and which would also help in 
standardizing oil sprays for citrus 
pest control. These investigations 
were continued in 1929, and have 
shown conclusively that great var- 
.ations do exist in the amount of 
oil deposited by different brands of 
emulsions. In fact, the amount of 
oil deposited by certain brands of 
emulsions was five times greater 
han that deposited by other brands. 
Hie experiments have , shown that 
leavy applications of spray with 
brands 14, 16, 17 and 18 involve a 
much greater element of injury than 
icavy applications of brands 12, 13, 
1 and 24. It is understood, of course, 
that the more oil deposited on the 
rees during the spraying, the great- 
r the likelihood of injurious effects. 
There is little doubt that various 


cases of injury have also been caus- 
ed by the oil contained in the par- 
ticular emulsions being too low in 
purity, that is, too low in unsulfonat- 
able oil. Just how low in unsulfona- 
able oil an emulsion may be and yet 
be safe to use in spraying depends 
in a large measure on the amount of 
oil the spray mixture deposits on the

Don't Neglect 


Fertilization of 


ofjCjtras Soil 


One of the necessary practices in 


order to maintain fertility and a 
satisfactory physical condition in the 
citrus orchard soil is to provide or- 
ganic matter. This is a recent state- 
ment made by M. B. Rounds, 'arm 
advisor, representing the University 
of California in Los Angeles county, 
who also says that organic matter 
may be furnished by both the ap- 
plication of bulky organic fertilizers 
and the turning under of cover 
crops. In mature citrus orchards, it 
is advisable to not only attempt to 
supply organic matter thru the use 
of winter cover crops, but also to 
supplement that crop with the an- 
nual application of manure, straw, 
or hay. 


Mr. Rounds further states that 


evidence seems to indicate it is ad- 
visable to apply bulky organic ma- 
terials so that approximately three 
tons of dry, organic matter are ap- 
plied each year. If this is dairy 
manure it would mean an annual 
application of approximately ten 
tons per acre; if straw or hay, prob- 
ably three to three and a half tons 
per acre would be sufficient to sup- 
ply the needed material. A good 
cover crop grown in the winter will 
many times take the place of a two 
or three-ton application of a manure. 
A good cover crop in a young or- 
chard will sometimes forestall the 
necessity of applying other organic 
matter while the trees are still 
young. 


The grower of citrus fruits should 


have in mind that organic matter is 
necessary, regardless of whatever 
other fertilizer is applied, and also 
that with the average application of 
organic fertilizer a supplementary 
application of nitrogenous fertilizer 
is usually necessary.

Recently Washington authorities 


amended the federal law to provide 
that a hunter could kill only 15 
ducks per day, but he might have in 
lis possession 30 ducks at one time. 
The state law allows 25 ducks per 
day or 50 per, ween. 


L Trj ^.gldgr fep* :sfk"*lr Jjunters ^itt 
California might ttnow where they 
stand, at a recent meeting of the fish 
and game commission, held in Los 
Angeles, it was agreed that the state 
game wardens will enforce the exist- 
ing state law and the federal law 
will be enforced by the federal game 
wotectors. The same policy will be 
followed in regard to the goose limit, 
which by the terms of the federal 
regulations provides that the limit 
shall be reduced from eight to four 
jirds per day, with eight birds being 
the possession limit.

REV. IINGLE 


Tells of Destruction of 


Foreign Mission 


Arriving in Covina Monday morn- 


ing after a three-weeks' trip across 
the ocean from Shanghai, China, 
Rev. W. H. Lingle, father of Mrs. R. 
W. Brannon of 163 West Center 
street, reports that China is still be- 
ing torn by widespread revolt in 
the absence of national troops to the 
north. Rev. Brannon, who was lo- 
cated at Changsha, approximately 
1000 
miles southwest of Shanghai, at 


an American Presbyterian mission, 
left *Iie Chinese city after its burn- 
ing July 28 only at the request of 
a group of friends, who feared for 
his safety if he stayed any longer. 


According to Rev. Lingle, who has 


been a resident and an active force 
in foreign mission work in China 
for forty years, rebel forces continue 
to disrupt the country, in spite of 
all that government forces do to ex- 
terminate them. From time to time, 
when defense is being carried on in 
other parts, these rebels and "Com- 
munists" close down on unprotect- 
ed areas, burning and looting every- 
thing in their path. Thus the city 
of Changsha was attacked the last 
of July, resulting in destruction of 
thousands of homes, public buildings 
and schools. 


The Presbyterian mission and per- 


sonal property of those in charge, 
all of which was ruined, amounted to 
a loss of approximately $100,000 
alone in the city, it was said. The 
losses sustained by the same mission 
in the past three or four years, due 
to occasional looting and destruction 
by Chinese bandits, have been sev- 
eral hundred thousands of dollars. 


Rev. 
Lingle, altho he lost practi- 


cally all he has in the world in the 
recent uprising, is not greatly dis- 
turbed. His wife is safe in Shang- 
hai, and many of the former pupils 
of his mission are still carrying on 
in responsible positions. The fact 
that his buildings are in ruins is of 
minor importance, he says. 


Mrs. 
Lingle, who had invested 


about $40,000 in a Chinese girls' 
school in Changsha and which was 
also completely destroyed, hopes to 


aeFTs "restored. Sne~wasT>ack to 


America in 1923; but this is Rev. 
Lingle's first trip to the western 
world for sixteen years. 


Rev. 
Lingle came originally from 


North Carolina, and went to Illinois 
in 1881, where he later attended 
Blackburn college at Cartonville, 
graduating in 1887. He then entered 
McCormick Theological Seminary in 
Chicago, married his first wife in 
Minneapolis in 1890, and after visit- 
ing his old home and his wife's peo- 
ple in New England, started off for 
China. His wife, however, lived 
but three months, and some time 
later he married his present wife 
in China, a former friend whom 
he had known in this country. Two 
children were born to them, the 
present Mrs. Brannon of Covina and 
Mrs. 
Amos, wife of an Englishman 


now living in China.

County Tragedies 
Are Fewer This 


Year Over Last 


Altho national reports for the first 


six months of the year by the Amer- 
ican Motorists' association estimates 
a considerable increase in deaths in 
the United States from automobile 
accidents this year over last, the toll 
in Los Angeles county continues to 
decline, due to improved police pro- 
tection and safety campaigns staged 
here. The national survey shows an 
increase of nine per cent in the first 
six months of this year over the first 
half of last year; and an even higher 
rate is expected in the last three 
months of this year, as is regularly 
the case. 


The national automobile accident 


fatality total last year was 33,060. 
The greatest number of accidents 
occurred between 5 and 6 o'clock in 
the evening; and Sunday is listed as 
the most dangerous day. 


The reduction in Los Angeles 


county is 11.6 per cent less fatalities 
for the first eight months this year 
over the same period last year, the 
total being 439 to the first of Sep- 
tember, against 497 last year. The 
toll in the county last month was 
43 deaths as compared to 64 for 
August, 1929. 


Most noticeable is the reduction 


In accidental deaths due to speed- 
ing in 15-mile or business zones. A , 
decrease of 42 fatalities is shown for 
this year over last, with a toll of 
24 deaths to date. Incompetent 
handling shows a decrease of 15 
deaths, and there were ten less than 
last year coming under the heading 
of motorists' negligence at railway 
crossings. 
Pedestrians have been 


less careless in crossing streets, in-' 
dicated by a saving of eight lives 
over the toll of 1929's first eight 
months. 


Causes in which there were no-j 


ticeable increases in the county in-' 
elude 22 more deaths under viola-' 
tion of the 
right-of-way, 
17 for 


speeding on the open road.where 
more than 20 miles an hour, speed 
is allowed, and seven more under 
the heading intoxication. 


Fortunately there is a reduction of 


22.5 per cent for this year over last 
in traffic accident deaths among chil- 
dren of school age, or from six to 
15 years, credited chiefly to safety1 
education and training in the school 
and playground.

I rode downtown in a taxicab, and looked at the pic-

Arrange bananas in a shallow pan

BANANA FRITTERS 


Three bananas, one cup flour, one 


and a half teaspoons baking powder 
two tablespoons sugar, quarter tea- 
spoon salt, one-third cup milk, one 
teaspoon lemon juice, one egg. Mash 
the bananas fine, mix the flour ant 
seasonings, combine with the ban- 
anas, alternating with milk; adc 
lemon juice and lastly the egg beat- 
en light.

Melt a small glas 
of currant jelly in a cup of boiling 
water and pour over them the juic 
of half a lemon; cover the dish, am 
let cook in a moderate oven abou 
half an hour.
